Shop and 
flats plan 
for pub 
gets nod 

A FORMER pub in Dudley 
will be transformed into 
shops, flats and a restau¬ 
rant. 

Plans the Hearty Good- 
fellow pub, in Maughan 
Street, were given a green 
light by councillors. 

A two-storey rear exten¬ 
sion will now be built at the 
distinctive building which is 
currently disused. 

It will allow the creation 
of two new shops with flats 
on the upper floors. 

There will also be a sin¬ 
gle-storey extension con¬ 
structed at the side of the 
building for a restaurant 
and another flat. 

Objections 

The scheme was unani¬ 
mously approved by mem¬ 
bers of Dudley Council’s 
development control com¬ 
mittee at a meeting. 

But the councillors’ deci¬ 
sion went against the wishes 
of some residents who 
wanted the development 
to be scrapped. Neighbours 
had submitted objections 
saying it would dangerously 
increase traffic congestion 
along narrow roads. 

They are also concerned 
anti-social behaviour could 
be caused by people congre¬ 
gating near the new shops 
and about possible noise and 
smells from the restaurant. 
But officers said the propos¬ 
als were ‘acceptable’ as long 
as conditions were put in 
place on the development. 

Crashed car 
abandoned 

THE driver of a car that 
crashed into a wall in Dud¬ 
ley fled the scene. 

Fire crews were called to 
New Rowley Road at around 
2am on Saturday morning. 

Crew commander Nigel 
Hobby said when they ar¬ 
rived there was no one in 
the locked vehicle. 

He added: “The car had 
hit a small road sign and 
went into the corner of a 
wall. We made sure there 
was no one in the car before 
making it safe.” 


HELP-OUT PLEA 
TO VOLUNTEERS

MANY more helpers are needed to boost Dudley Council 
for Voluntary Services as it takes on a bigger role in the 
community due to local authority cuts. 

DCVS is looking to take on another 60 people as it experiences a surge 
in demand as Dudley Council faces making savings of £34 million over 
the next three years. 

Bosses said it stemmed from volunteer groups taking on venues such as community 
centres which in the past have been run and maintained by the council. 

The service oversees the community organisations now looking after these buildings 

providing them with advice and support. 

More social enterprises, organisations to 
tackle social problems and improve com¬ 
munities, are also being set up. 

Alongside standard volunteers, the ser¬ 
vice is also looking for people who want to 
take on leading roles in voluntary organ¬ 
isations. 

Events 

Two events will be taking place at its of¬ 
fices in Albion Street, Brierley Hill, on May 
7 and 10 to find the volunteers needed. 

And bosses said they were hoping to find 
20 or 30 from each of the events to take on 
a volunteering role. 

SpokesmanBrendan McKeown said: 
“Due to the cuts in government funding 
to Dudley Council more services are now 
being outsourced. 

“As a result the voluntary service has to 
pick things up a little bit. For example peo¬ 
ple are taking on things like community 
centres and more social enterprises are 
also being set up. 

“More volunteers are needed to fill the 
gap. Alongside volunteers we also need 
people who want to help run and organise 
voluntary organisations - basically manag¬ 
ers, trustees and board members. 

“These posts would still be voluntary 
but are aimed towards people who want to 
get a real grip on an organisation. 

“These posts are needed because of the 
council cuts but it is not all doom and 
gloom. 

“It really is an opportunity for the vol¬ 
untary sector and will make a real differ¬ 
ence.” 

Mr McKeown added: “Ideally we would 
hope to get around 20 or 30 from each of 
the events.”

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Memorial 
bid for 
machine 
makers 

A MONUMENT commem¬ 
orating an engineering 
firm based in Dudley could 
be built in time to coincide 
with an event to celebrate 
the Black Country. 

Former workers of Simon 
Engineering are waiting for 
approval from Dudley Coun¬ 
cil to put up the 4ft high 
headstone-style structure at 
the corner of Angel Street 
and Queen’s Cross, where 
the firm was based from 
1954 to 1975. They hope to 
get the nod from planners so 
it can be unveiled on Black 
Country Day, July 14. 

The firm was famous for 
making the Simon Snorkel, 
an hydraulic platform used 
for functions including fire¬ 
fighting. More than 13,000 
of the machines were built 
by the company in Dudley, 
which moved to a base oppo¬ 
site Russells Hall Hospital 
in Pensnett Road, in 1975 
before ceasing operation in 
Dudley 20 years later. 

The monument is the idea 
of Tom Mullen, chairman of 
the Simon Engineering Re¬ 
tirement Association. The 
81-year-old former floor op¬ 
erator of Hurst Hill, Cose- 
ley, said: “The funding is 
all sorted, we’re now just 
waiting on approval for the 
plans then we can think 
about placing the monu¬ 
ment. We’re hoping we can 
get built in time for Black 
Country Day.”

Lenny reflects with pride 
as he flies flag for borough 


HIS partner jokingly calls him 
Morgan Freeman but funny man 
Lenny Henry says he is taking his 
newly appointed role as Freeman 
of Dudley seriously as he opened 
the town’s archives centre. 

Unveiling a plaque inside the £6 
million archives and local history cen¬ 
tre in Tipton Road, the Dudley-born 
55-year-old spoke of his passion for the 
Black Country. 

He said work to revamp the town’s mar¬ 
ket and zoo alongside the presence of the 
Black Country Living Museum made his 
‘heart glow’ and gave his personal backing 
to Black Country Day this July. 

The Dudley-born comic even posed for 
photographs outside the centre holding 
the Black Country flag with the borough’s 
Mayor Alan Finch. 

Lenny, who was made Freeman of Dudley 
last year, said: “It’s my great honour as the 
Morgan Freeman of Dudley — that’s what 
my missus calls me — to pull the curtain. 

“It’s been two years in the making, it’s 
moved from Coseley, it’s beautiful, I’m 
going to pull this curtain back and hopefully 
there will be a picture of me in the Express 
& Star from 1975.” 

Tradition 

He added: “The fact they are doing the 
market is wonderful. The zoo has had a 
makeover and this is tied in with the Black 
Country Living Museum - these are all 
things which make my heart glow. 

“It’s not just about commerce, it’s not 
just about money, it’s about the history, 
and it’s about tradition. I think that Dudley 
has a great tradition as a market town, as 
somewhere which is important m the Black 
Country in its own right.” 

The centre took two years to create and 
replaces the old archives centre in Mount 
Pleasant, Coseley. 

Its wide rooms are filled with shelves 
crammed with more than 33,000 precious 
photographs, records and illustrations de¬ 
tailing the history and development of the 
borough. 

Lenny, who grew up on Dudley’s Buffery 
estate, started out working on the contro¬ 
versial Black And White Minstrel Show be¬ 
fore getting his big break doing impressions 
on the talent show New Faces, said: “If you

don’t know where you are from, you don’t 
know where you are going. 

“This is a wonderful facility and I hope 
the whole of Dudley take it on with pride 
and use it as a research place and where to 
find their roots. 

“It’s part of the whole rejuvenation of 
Dudley, which I really really applaud. I 
want to see Dudley back with a marvellous 
market place, the zoo being used to its full 
capacity and this being used by everybody.” 

He added: “The Black County has a lot to 
offer. We have the canals, we have the mu¬ 
seum, we have this, we have got the engine 
room of Britain, we were a massive part of 


industrial revolution - why can’t we be a 
strong Black Country and present an alter¬ 
native to Birmingham.” 

Lenny was given a tour of the centre 
with the Mayor of Dudley, Councillor Alan 
Finch. It was Lenny’s first official engage¬ 
ment since being granted the Freedom of 
Dudley at a civic ceremony in October. 

For the opening, a small section was dedi¬ 
cated to him and his achievements. 

Lenny said: “I’ve been talking to the 
mayor and local councillors about being 
more involved and doing local stuff and I’m 
looking forward to that.” 

Councillor Finch said: “Lenny has been 


fantastic, we joked he will be going up the 
town centre to audition for X Factor next, 
so much is he doing for the borough at the 
moment. 

“The archives centre is excellent and a 
great addition to the town’s growing list of 
attractions.” 

Dudley South MP Chris Kelly was also at 
the official opening. 

He said: “It’s a brilliant centre and a per¬ 
fect choice to get Lenny down here to open 
it. We have a lot in the Black Country to 
be proud of. It’s great to know have some¬ 
where like this people can discover the re¬ 
gion’s past.”

Police investigation team moving in 


TWO hundred new staff will be 
recruited at the police watchdog’s 
new offices near Halesowen to allow 
it to investigate complaints about 
the police. 

Bosses at the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC) are 
planning to open a base in Quinton 
by July. The organisation, which 
oversees complaints against police 
forces and officers, has been criti- 


cised by Government ministers for 
being ‘under-equipped’ to tackle 
some investigations. 

Lawyers, analysts and support 
staff are among the positions being 
created at the offices. 

Employees will be recruited over 
the next few months and the staff 
will allow it to take on extra inves¬ 
tigations. 

IPCC acting chief executive 


Amanda Kelly welcomed the news, 
saying the offices were the ‘ideal lo¬ 
cation’ headquarters. 

Officials said the new office and 
recruitment drive is part of the 
IPCC’s expansion programme an¬ 
nounced by the Home Secretary 
in February 2013. Its budget will 
increase by more than 50 per cent 
in 2014/15 and is intended to give 
the IPCC capacity to deal with 


more serious and sensitive allega¬ 
tions against the police. The IPCC 
is looking for people from diverse 
backgrounds. 

IPCC Commissioner Derrick 
Campbell said: “It is vital that we 
recruit people that are, above all, 
open minded and conscientious 
when it comes to challenging infor¬ 
mation and dealing with the police 
and with the public.” 


£35k energy boss to 
help cut council bills 


A COUNCIL aiming to cut its £7 million bill for 
utilities such as gas, electricity and water is 
taking on an ‘energy manager’, who could be 
paid up to £35,000 a year. 

Bosses at Dudley Council say they must make cut¬ 
backs of at least £250,000 on energy bills to around 
800 properties it owns across the borough. 


The authority faces makin 
ting it needs to make an ad-' 
ditional £32m of cuts in the 
next three years. It comes 
after the council had already 
planned for £26m of savings 
over the same period before 
a worse-than-expected grant 
from Government. 

Risk 

Under the initial plan to 
save £26m, the council had 
proposed up to 334job losses 
by 2017 but it is now feared 
that another 40 positions 
could be at risk. The council 
says these stark predictions 
means it needs to find more 
savings and its energy bills 
needs to be slashed. 

The council does not have 
a dedicated officer responsi¬ 
ble to look at ways of cutting 
energy costs, consumption 
and carbon emissions. They 
say a new energy manager 
‘would be responsible for de¬ 
livering savings and reduc¬ 
ing carbon consumption’. 
The energy expert is ex¬ 
pected to pick up a salary of 
between £32,072 to £34,984 
per year. In a report council 
bosses say the salary would 
be paid for out of the savings 
made on energy costs.

Dudley Council’s assis¬ 
tant director for law and 
governance Mohammed 
Farooq said: “Reducing our 
energy bills and our carbon 
footprint is a key priority for 
the council, which will save 
money and make a more en¬ 
ergy-efficient council.

£250,000 a year.”

“You would think that 
there was a way of someone 
already in-house being able 
to do this role, though.”

“We are seeing the strongest 
demand across our field service engineering division which 
specialises in providing field engineers to a number of sec¬ 
tors,” said spokeswoman Sallyanne Skidmore. In March, 
Concep, registered 346 new client vacancies in the division.

Firm fined £1,000 after worker injured

in brief 


A METAL works firm has been 
fined £1,000 after a worker lost 
part of a finger in an unguarded 
machine. 

P&D Group Services Ltd today said it 
had learnt lessons from the accident, which 
happened at its base off Old Bush Street in 
Brierley Hill. 

Dudley Magistrates’ Court heard how 
a 36-year-old worker from Rowley Regis 
had been operating machinery which folds 
metal strips into hollow tubes to form parts 
of a shutter. When a dent appeared in the 


sheets, he tried to feel what was causing 
the problem but his glove got caught and 
his finger was pulled into a roller. The in¬ 
jury was so serious he had to have the top of 
his finger amputated and was off work for 
seven weeks. He has since returned to the 
company, doing the same job. 

Inevitability 

Following an investigation by the Health 
and Safety Executive, it was discovered the 
machine had been unguarded during the 
incident on September 25 last year. The 
company was fined £1,000 and ordered to 


pay £1,414 in costs after pleading guilty to 
a breach in work equipment regulations. 

Health and Safety Executive inspector 
John Glynn told the court: “This was not 
an isolated incident on a single day. Lack 
of guarding had persisted over a period of 
time, meaning there was an inevitability of 
someone being injured at some point. This 
employee suffered a shocking and painful 
injury that was entirely preventable. It was 
P&D Group’s responsibility to ensure work 
equipment was safe and that dangerous 
moving parts were guarded. For some time 
the company required staff to approach the 


danger area around the rollers to set up and 
adjust the machine during production runs, 
yet continuously failed to identify and ad¬ 
dress the matter of the missing guards. 

“Preventing access to dangerous parts of 
machinery is a legal requirement and there 
is ample guidance and industry standards.” 

A spokesman for P&D Group Services 
Ltd, which trades as Insulated Roller Shut¬ 
ter Projects, said there had been ‘enormous’ 
improvements made at the firm, which em¬ 
ploys 17 , since the incident. He said all ma¬ 
chinery now had guards, adding: “We have 
learnt from this incident.”

Following the trail 
of legend Duncan 


A new leaflet maps out 
Dudley’s tributes to its fa¬ 
mous footballing son. LEE 
WATTON takes a stroll 

HE was the home-grown foot¬ 
balling hero who tragically died 
in an air crash aged just 21. 

But Duncan Edwards still occu¬ 
pies a special place in the hearts and 
minds of fans across the globe and 
many still make the pilgrimage to 
Dudley in honour of his memory. 

And now they are able to follow in the 
great man’s footsteps with the launch of 
a trail showcasing the various town land¬ 
marks linked to the legendary player. It 
will take supporters from the stained 
glass window dedicated to him at St 
Francis Church to his grave at Dudley 
Cemetery - which is visited by hundreds 
of fans each year. 

Duncan’s family said it was a ‘moving 
tribute’ to the player, who was born in 
Malvern Crescent, and planned to take 
the tour when next in the town. 

It has been launched by Dudley Coun¬ 
cil to give fans the chance to learn more 
about the player and the tributes to him 
in his hometown. 

The tour has been mapped out in an 
official leaflet which also includes an ac¬ 
count of Duncan’s tragically short life 
both in and outside football. 

It includes memories of him growing 
up in Dudley and school photography 
along with glowing tributes from former 
professional footballers, including Sir 
Bobby Charlton. 

Duncan was born on October 1, 1936. 
During his career he played for Manches¬ 
ter United and England and was nick¬ 
named The Tank. He played at wing-half 
- but could also play centre half, centre 
forward and inside forward. 

Duncan was one of the Busby Babes, 
the young Manchester United team 
formed under manager Sir Matt Busby 



England training with Stanley Matthews, left, and captain Billy Wright, right, in 1957 


in the late 1940s. He tragically died at 
the age of 21 from injuries sustained in 
the Munich air disaster on February 6, 
1958. 

But fans continue to celebrate his 
achievements and the visitor trail is the 
latest in a series of tributes paid to the 
star dubbed by his teammate Sir Bobby 
Charlton as ‘the greatest player I have 
played with’. 

Among the stops is St Francis 
Church, Laurel Road, where there is 
a stained glass window in Duncan’s 
honour. It depicts the player and was 


designed by Francis Skeat. Sir Matt 
Busby unveiled the window on August 
27, 1961 and said: “There will only be 
one Duncan Edwards and any boy who 
strives to emulate Duncan or take him 
as his model, won’t go far wrong.” 

Part of the trail is the player’s grave 
in Dudley Cemetery, on Stourbridge 
Road. It has long been a shrine to fans 
and there is usually a fresh bunch of red 
and white flowers filling the black gran¬ 
ite vase below the 6ft headstone. 

The trail also includes Duncan Ed¬ 
wards Close, named in his honour, 


which is located opposite the cemetery. 

Visitors can follow the tour to Priory 
Park where a games area has been cre¬ 
ated in commemoration of Duncan. It 
was opened in 2006 by Sir Bobby Char¬ 
lton. 

One of the stops is Duncan Edwards 
Way. In 2008, Dudley’s Southern Bypass 
was re-named in tribute to the player. 

There is also a permanent display at 
the town’s museum and art gallery in St 
James’s Road. 

Memorabilia included trophies, med¬ 
als and caps, to football shirts, photo¬ 
graphs, old newspaper cuttings and 
pictures, including a 10-minute vid¬ 
eo-clip of footage, celebrating the play¬ 
er’s life. 

And the trail would not be complete 
without a visit to the statue of the sport¬ 
ing great which has pride of place in the 
town’s Market Place. 

Shrine 

Duncan’s cousin Keith said: “I am de¬ 
lighted to hear about this trail. It is a 
wonderful and very moving treatment to 
Duncan,” he said. 

“It keeps his memory alive and high¬ 
lights the pride people still have in Dun¬ 
can and what he achieved.His grave 
remains a shrine to fans” 

Mr Edwards said the family visited 
the grave twice a year, for his birthday 
on October 1 and also when he died on 
February 21, and would walk the trail 
when they were next in the area. 

The guide is available from museums 
in the borough, Dudley Archives and 
Local History Centre, libraries and visi¬ 
tor attractions.

Dudley Council chief executive John 
Polychronakis said: “Duncan Edwards 
is one of Dudley’s most famous sons and 
his life and legacy is something we are 
all extremely proud of and he will never 
be forgotten.” 



IT seemed like the ultimate pub¬ 
licity stunt. 

In the meetings to discuss the 
opening ceremony for the Com¬ 
monwealth Games, blowing up 
five tower Glasgow tower blocks 
in front of a worldwide television 
audience must have seemed like 
a superb wheeze. 

But now, with just weeks to 
go to the start, Commonwealth 
Games chiefs have been forced 
to perform an embarrassing 
U-turn and abandon the spec¬ 
tacular after 17,500 people 
signed a petition objecting to the 
plans. More to the point, several 
people living in the shadow of 
the flats said they would refuse 
to leave their homes to allow the 
explosions to take place. 

Certainly, blowing up five 
of Scotland’s tallest buildings 
would have made great tele¬ 
vision. And when similar such 
demolitions have been per¬ 
formed in the Black Country, 
there have been no shortage of 
people turning out to enjoy the 
spectacle. 

However, while blowing up 
rundown, unpopular tower 
blocks might be popular in the 
short-term, there surely must be 
a debate to be had about wheth¬ 
er it is a good long-term housing 
policy. 

The high-rise flats of the 1950s 
and 60s were certainly not what 
one would call an architectur¬ 
al triumph. In the past, weak 
security, an unsuitable tenant 
mix, and poor maintenance has 
made many of them difficult to 
let. And once a block gets a bad 
name, it is very hard to shake off. 

Also, it should be recognised 
that many of these blocks are 
now between 50 and 60 years 
old, and were often built hurried¬ 
ly and cheaply to solve Britain’s 
postwar housing crisis. 

However, much of the criticism 
of the so-called ‘bedroom tax’ or 
‘spare-room subsidy’,depending 
on which side of the fence you 
sit, has surrounded the shortage 
of one and two-bedroom homes 
for single people and childless 
couples. And whatever the mer¬ 
its or otherwise of this policy, the 
problem is not going to be solved 
by demolishing such properties 
without replacing them. 

There are shining examples of 
where local council in the West 
Midlands have done a superb job 
of turning around tower blocks. 
Baylie Court in Stourbridge, and 
Clent Court in Dudley spring to 
mind, where the once-unpopu- 
lar flats have successfully been 
turned into pleasant homes. 

Of course, transforming the 
homes that people love to hate 
is going to prove a far tougher 
task than knocking them down 
and handing the site over to de¬ 
velopers, and throwing in a com¬ 
mitment to ‘affordable homes’. 

But if tackling Britain’s hous¬ 
ing crisis by encouraging people 
to ‘downsize’ is the way for¬ 
ward, sticking dynamite under 
the dwindling number of small 
homes is a strange way of going 
about it.

Mountain of rubbish 
sees public bill pile up 

A LEGAL row over a towering 
pile of rubbish has so far cost 
the taxpayer almost £90,000 
as environment bosses said 
only 10 per cent of the waste 
had been cleared. 

Environment Agency officials 
have also spent almost £10,000 on 
an aircraft to fly over the waste 
pile to create a 3D map. 

But they said they would still pursue 
the bosses at Refuse Derived Fuel Ltd, 
in Brierley Hill, to pay for the clean-up 
of the site as well as the legal costs. 

Blighted 

Residents in the area have long com¬ 
plained about the views from their 
windows being blighted by rubbish 
piled around 40ft high in places at one 
time. 

Many of those living nearby, in¬ 
cluding in new homeson the old Royal 
Brierley Crystal site, have been de¬ 
manding a clear-up since 2009. 

The company, which recycles waste 
for use in the fuel industry, was or¬ 
dered to reduce the height of the 
mound. But although some waste was 
removed the firm failed to meet strict 
orders set by the High Court in Bir¬ 
mingham. 

Company director Robert Mc¬ 
Naughton was sentenced to six months 
in prison last December for contempt 
of court after failing to meet deadlines 
to remove the waste. 

According to a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request, the Environment Agency 
have accrued legal fees of £87,770.87 
to bring the action against the firm. 

This includes £22,787.47, excluding 
VAT, in barrister’s fees, £53,577 in 
internal legal costs and £1,739.40 in 
court fees. 

The agency also spent £9,667 fly¬ 
ing an aircraft over the site, in Moor 
Street, using light detection and rang-

LIKE lots of other Black 
Country families, we trav¬ 
elled to Ludlow for the day 
over the Easter Bank Hol¬ 
iday. We visited the castle 
and I was struck, as I al¬ 
ways am, by how similar it 
is to our own castle here in 
Dudley. 

What was different was 
that it was packed with 
families visiting the medie¬ 
val fair the town had organ¬ 
ised, watching the jousting, 
falconry display and climb¬ 
ing the tower. Outside, the 
market was thriving. Pubs 
and restaurants were doing 
a roaring trade. 

It confirmed my view that 
we need to do something 
similar in Dudley. I grew 
up in the town and had my 
first job in the High Street. 
I want to see new ideas 
to bring new investment, 
trade and jobs to the town. 
If it can work in Ludlow, 
which isn’t the easiest place 
to get to, there’s no reason 
it couldn’t work here with 
a million people within a 40 
minute drive. 

Let’s open the castle for 
concerts and plays through¬ 
out the summer. Why can’t 
we have a medieval fair? 
Events like this would bring 
thousands of visitors to 
Dudley, boosting trade. 

That’s why I was so 
pleased to hear that the 
castle will be hosting a per¬ 
formance of A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream this summer 
when I met zoo boss Peter 
Suddock last week. The per¬ 
formance is on Saturday, 
July 12, at 6pm with tickets 
priced £10 for adults and 
£5 concessions. Full details 
are available from Leasowes 
School on 01384 816 285. 
This could be the start of 


something really exciting 
for the castle and the town. 

New figures released in 
the last couple of weeks 
show the extent of the food 
bank crisis here in the West 
Midlands. In the last year 
alone a record 93,461 people 
used food banks in the West 
Midlands, including 35,425 
children. 

The figures were put to¬ 
gether by the Trussel Trust, 
a Christian charity than 
runs 400 food banks across 
the country including 85 in 
our region. The Trust says 
the explosion in demand at 
their food banks is down to 
the rising cost of living and 
the chaos in the welfare re¬ 
forms. 

The Government has to 
take some responsibility for 
this. As a result of rising 


prices and falling wages, 
families are £1,600 worse 
off a year and the Govern¬ 
ment’s Bedroom Tax alone 
has pushed nearly 2,000 
households in Dudley into 
rent arrears. Rather than 
take responsibility and face 
up to this crisis, the Gov¬ 
ernment wants to pretend it 
doesn’t exist. 

Last year they blamed the 
crisis on more food banks 
opening and earlier this 
year ministers told me it 
was all down to supermar¬ 
kets making more donations 
to food banks. Now they’re 
blaming these latest figures 
on food banks “aggressively 
marketing their services” to 
people in need. 

Before Ministers in Lon¬ 
don started pointing the fin¬ 
ger, they should have come 


to visit food banks here in 
Dudley and the Black Coun¬ 
try. Despite only helping 
people that are referred to 
them by doctors and Job 
Centres, they’re still strug¬ 
gling to meet demand. They 
do phenomenal work but 
would be overjoyed if de¬ 
mand dried up tomorrow. 

Our out-of-touch Govern¬ 
ment hasn’t got a clue how 
difficult life is for people at 
the moment. 

The use of zero hour con¬ 
tracts has also exploded 
under David Cameron. New 
figures from the Office for 
National Statistics show 
that the number of work¬ 
ers on zero hours contracts 
has tripled since 2010, with 
some studies suggesting 
that up to a million workers 
are affected. 

These contracts offer no 
set hours and no set wage. 
In many companies staff do 
work fixed hours and know 
how many hours they’ll be 
working. But I’ve met others 
who don’t know how many 
hours they’ll be working the 
following day. Some local 
people tell me they have to 
be available even though 
they might not be called to 
work. Some turn up only to 
be told to go home after an 
hour or so. For some work¬ 
ers on these contracts it’s 
impossible to budget from 
one week to the next. Job 
security is non-existent and 
it’s impossible to plan for 
the future. 

I don’t want to ban zero 
hours contracts but we 
need action to prevent 
them being abused, to bring 
wages up and ensure they 
are not used for people who 
are in practice working reg¬ 
ular hours. 



Free consultation, 
X-rays & diagnosis 

They call it dentophobia - an extremely common 
affliction where sufferers are scared stiff of 
going to the dentist. 

Figures suggest that about 12 per cent of us 
suffer from extreme dental anxiety and the 
British Dental Association says that 25 per 
cent of the UK population undergo some sort 
of anxiety before visiting the dentist. That’s an 
awful lot of people. 

Panic attacks, fainting, being tense, 
hyperventilating and just “being terrified” are all 
symptoms. 

In a campaign to address these fears, Dudley’s 
North Street Dental Clinic is setting aside staff for 
a month and running “drop-in-and-chat” sessions 
to help sufferers. No appointment is necessary. 

The clinic’s “Love Your Dentist’ initiative promises 
a listening ear, as much time as people need and 
lots of “tea and sympathy.” All consultations with 
the dentist and clinical diagnosis are being offered 
free, including all the necessary X-rays. 

Whether it’s the dentist’s drill, needles, the 
apprehension over pain, gagging, or something 
else to blame for these anxieties, avoiding them 
puts people’s health at risk, says North Street 
dentist Polly (GDC No 188090), a Doctor of Dental 
Medicine, who joined the team after working in 
Michigan, USA, at a prestigious cosmetic dental 
centre. 

The good news is that all phobias are curable. Polly, 
who looks after the practice’s general dentistry, has 
been encountering nervous patients for years and 
on both sides of the Atlantic. 

She admits that historically her own profession 
has not helped alleviate the national problem “but 
dentistry has changed dramatically in its approach 
to treatments and the care of patients,” she says. 

“One of the biggest issues I have to address is the 
fear of pain. No modern dentistry should be painful. 


There is a wide variety of anaesthesia we can use 
that will eradicate any discomfort,” she adds. 

Her regular dental nurse, Ann, who has completed 
some 35 years at the practice, has witnessed many 
of the changes in the way patients are cared for. 
“I came here on work experience and never went 
home,” she jokes. 

Reflecting on her long career she says: “We 
make a good team, Polly and me,” adding that of 
all the transitions she has seen at the practice, the 
latest £500,000 refurbishment has been the most 
dramatic. 

“The changes here are incredible. The whole 
building has been torn apart and rebuilt and the 
three new surgeries are nothing like the ones I used 
to work in,” she says. 

The practice is totally disabled-friendly with level 
access to the waiting area, drop-off point right 
by the door, dedicated off-road parking and toilet 
facilities. 

But the dentistry landscape has also changed 


equally dramatically. “Children were terrified 
of the dentist in the early days, especially the 
school dentist and that scary clinical imagery that 
surrounded them still troubles some of our more 
mature patients today,” says Ann. 

Nothing silly about being afraid 

People with fears of the dentist can become more 
and more dominated by the precautions they take 
to avoid the things that scare them. 

“Fears are often irrational and many sufferers 
know that’s the case, but they’re nonetheless real 
and we recognise that. After all, fears are a natural 
reaction to things we dislike. 

“It’s understandable that those who have had a 
bad experience are afraid and we want to put that 
right,” says Polly. 

The clinical team at North Street Dental, which 
forms part of the Denture Clinic operation, is clear 
that there is no shame or nothing silly about being 
afraid. 


They pledge that those who come through the 
doors will be listened to, not judged and encouraged 
in their personal quest to overcome the fears they 
have. 

Practice manager Jacqueline Burchell adds: “Staff 
have training to deal with nervous patients and 
I encourage people to tell us exactly how it is for 
them. 

“Firstly, we assure them they are not alone and 
that many others suffer in the same way. We have 
literally held the hands of people who have been 
in the dentist’s chair for treatment as we have 
managed their anxiety. From start to finish, Polly, 
Ann and myself, along with our other staff, are there 
for them. 

“We can deliver a great ‘going to the dentist’ 
experience here for everyone. Anyone coming 
here will see the same dentist, they’ll get the same 
nurses and be given as much time as needed. 

“Our staff are very approachable and are 
passionate about what we do and the care we give.”

DYING teenager Stephen 
Sutton’s fundraising drive 
has smashed the £3 million 
mark. 

The cancer patient from Burntwood 
has released a new ‘thumbs up’ pho¬ 
tograph of himself as donations con¬ 
tinued to flood in for his fundraising 
appeal for the Teenage Cancer Trust. 

He has captured the hearts of mil¬ 
lions of people throughout the world 
with his inspirational fight against the 
disease. The 19-year-old is in hospital 
after his condition deteriorated but he 
has shown improvements after cough¬ 
ing up a tumour. He has been battling 
cancer for three years and is fundrais¬ 
ing for the Teenage Cancer Trust. 

Posting his new picture online 
he wrote: “One week ago I posted a 
‘thumbs up farewell’ photo that went 
viral. As mentioned, at that point a 
genuinely thought I was a goner but 
one week on I’m still here! 

“Overall my time here will still be 
cut significantly short by my illness 
(but I’ve known that anyway for a 
while anyway). Coughing up that tu¬ 
mour has helped hugely but headlines

of ‘on the mend’ are shortsighted and 
perhaps misleading. I am still ravaged 
by tumours elsewhere that will and 
are currently harming me. But with 
my breathing fine and no other acute 
medical problems at the moment, we 
can optimistically look forward to a pe¬ 
riod of ‘future’ that at the beginning of 
the week seemed impossible.” 


He said his medical team were cur¬ 
rently discussing what to do next, but 
added: “In the meantime: To celebrate 
still being here after this crazy week, 
to celebrate this wonderful journey 
called life, and to celebrate being part 
of raising over £3,000,000 for Teenage 
Cancer Trust... Here’s a huge thumbs 
up from me!!!!”

Tributes to popular 
opera singer Lyndsie 


Opera singer Lyndsie Holland 
rehearsing in Stourbridge in 1976 


SHE was born and bred in 
the Black Country and rose 
from humble beginnings to 
win global acclaim for perfor¬ 
mances in works by Gilbert 
and Sullivan. 

Tributes have paid to opera 
singer Lyndsie Holland, from 
Stourbridge, who has died at the 
age of 79. 

After leaving school she worked as 
a telephonist, but after starting to 
perform with a choir her career took a 
different path. 

She performed for one of the leading 
theatre companies - the D’Oyly Carte 
Opera Company known for its produc¬ 
tions of Gilbert and Sullivan works. 

Miss Holland died on April 2 after 
suffering a heart attack. 

Her friend of more than 40 years 
David Harrison-Steadman, who was 
principal conductor of the D’Oyly 
Carte Opera Company, paid tribute to 
a performer who ‘enjoyed popularity 
wherever she went’. 

Miss Holland, from Pedmore, was 
the youngest child in a family of eight. 

Her introduction to singing came 
in harmonising with her brothers 
and hearing opera recordings at their 
home. 

She was born Margaret Foster but 
took her stage name from the maiden 
names of her two grandmothers. 

Miss Holland attended Stourbridge 
High School and worked at the British 
Road Services, Kingswinford, and as a 
telephonist in Birmingham. 

After taking preliminary singing 
lessons, she sang as soloist with Kmg- 
swinford-based male voice choir, the 
Gentleman Songsters, and was later 
persuaded to join the Midland Music 
Makers. To her astonishment and de¬ 


light she was given a leading role in 
a production of Borodin’s Prince Igor. 

At one of the performances she was 
spotted by a talent scout from Sadler’s 
Wells Opera and after further study at 
the Birmingham School of Music made 
her debut for the company in 1968. 

Two years later she auditioned for 
Dame Bridget D’Oyly Carte at the 
Savoy and was offered a job. 

Her first performance was as Lady 
Sangazure in The Sorcerer. She ap¬ 
peared in the other Gilbert and Sul¬ 
livan operas as quickly as she could 
learn the roles including Dame Han¬ 
nah in Ruddigore, Dame Carruthers in 
The Yeomen of the Guard and Katisha 


Lyndsie Holland as Katisha in a 
production of The Mikado 

in The Mikado. One Broadway critic 
hailed her as the best Katisha since 
the 1930s. She sang Little Buttercup 
in the company’s ATV film of HMS 
Pinafore and also at the Royal Com¬ 
mand Performance at Windsor Castle. 
During the centenary celebrations at 
the Savoy, BBC Radio 2 transmitted 
The Mikado with Miss Holland as Kat¬ 
isha. She was principal contralto for 
the company for nearly seven years. 

She spent her final year in a London 
nursing home. 

Mr Harrison-Steadman said: “Suc¬ 
cess never went to Lyndsie’s head and 
she enjoyed popularity wherever she 
went.”

Nearly 50 dog 
attacks in borough 

MORE than 300 people 
across the Black Country 
and Staffordshire were ad¬ 
mitted to hospital after dog 
attacks over the course of 
a year. 

Figures released by 
Health and Social Care 
Information Centre show 
there were a total of 323 
people who required ur¬ 
gent medical treatment be¬ 
tween February 2013 and 
January 2014 as a result of 
an attack by a dog. 

In Dudley 49 people 
needed urgent treatment 
while in Sandwell and 
West Birmingham there 
were 68 reports and in 
Wolverhampton 23 people 
were admitted to hospital. 

Changes to the Danger¬ 
ous Dogs Act last May that 
made it possible for owners 
to be prosecuted for dog at¬ 
tacks on private property. 

Eight injured in 
spate of crashes 

EIGHT people were taken 
to hospital after crashes 
in the Black Country at 
the weekend. Six were in¬ 
volved on the Hagley Road, 
Bearwood, just before 8pm 
on Sunday. 

One man, two women 
and three children were 
taken to hospital. One of 
the women had neck and 
chest injuries while the 
man had a neck injury. 

A man in his 20s was 
also taken to hospital with 
leg and pelvic injuries after 
a two-car crash on the 
Birmingham New Road, 
Coseley, early on Monday. 
A woman was taken to hos¬ 
pital after a two-car crash 
at the junction of Chapel 
Street and Pedmore Road, 
Stourbridge, on Saturday.

James lives the dream 
as duo hit the road 


T here’s a theory that at some 
point in recent years James 
Corden and Gary Barlow 
signed a deal which ensured they 
would dominate British TV screens 
for a chunk of the Noughties, and 
beyond. 

Given the former’s work on Gavin 
& Stacey, not to mention his success 
on stage, there’s perhaps little 
wonder. As for Gary, well he’s more 
ubiquitous than Deirdre Barlow 
these days, with assorted excellent 
shows, whether raising money for 
Comic Relief, visiting the troops in 
Afghanistan or welcoming in the 
New Year in a dazzling BBC1 
extravaganza. 

We didn’t really need another 
show paying tribute to the multi¬ 
award winning singer/songwriter, 
although with an online campaign 
attempting to get one of his old 
singles to number one, there is an 
added degree of topicality. So settle 
back ‘GBArmy’ and Cordenites and 
enjoy their version of The Trip. 

No impressions of Ronnie Corbett 
alas, but we do follow Gary’s long 


career, from how it began; the Take 
That phenomenon; the wilderness 
years, and the darker times which 
inspired his lyrics. 

After a lengthy intro, in which 
James loads up Gary’s Range Rover 
with random items of baggage, they 
talk about stag dos and the fact that 
Barlow has chosen now to make a 
documentary like this to “close the 
door on a pretty rubbish time’.’ Of 
course given the fact he’s just 
performed at a sold out arena tour 
around the UK, it’s easy to forget 
that a decade ago there seemed like 
little chance of that being possible. 

In 2004, Take That were history, 
Barlow’s debut album wasn’t the 
success many had hoped for, and it 
looked like his days under the 
spotlight had come and gone. 

However, in recent years he’s 
staged a Lazarus-like comeback, 
scoring a string of chart smashes as 
the reformed Take That rekindled the 
interest of their fans, and won over a 
new generation of followers. Their 
hugely successful gigs, either as a 
four piece or with original group 


member Robbie Williams, wowed the 
masses, while Barlow’s 
aforementioned solo shows left his 
thousands of fans hoarse with delight. 

In this show, he and James visit 
key places in Gary’s career, 
including the Working Men’s Club 
where Barlow learned his craft with 
600 or so performances. “I’ve always 
felt older, and I’ve always felt, 
whether I was in the band or 
whatever situation I was in, I was the 
responsible one,” Gary tells James. 
First stop is the studio where Barlow 
and his band rehearse for the gigs 
while a starstruck Corden looks on. 

Then there’s a trip down memory 
lane as we are treated to clips and 
photos from Gary’s formative years; 
his impressive rendition of The Way 
You Make Me Feel, complete with 
stage kick is priceless. Later, they 
visit the nightclub where Take That 
first auditioned, and there are laughs 
as Gary surprises one of his own 
fans on their wedding day. Among 
the contributors are Elton John, 
Robbie, Gary’s mother and 
members of the Press and music 
industry.

comprehensively equipped, too, with spec¬ 
ification that includes a mobile phone con¬ 
nection system with Bluetooth ® function¬ 
ality, a six-speaker stereo system, steering 
wheel mounted controls, cruise control, 
17-inch alloy wheels, a USB connection 
with iPod control, a leather covered sports 
steering wheel and Black cloth interior trim. 

Though the aesthetic improvements 
made to this Astra are subtle, they do suc¬ 
ceed in giving it a much fresher look. The 
rakish three-door Astra GTC provided 
the inspiration for many of the aesthet¬ 
ic changes made to five-door versions. 

Under the bonnet in Astra Excite mod¬ 
els, Vauxhall offers a 100PS 1.4-litre and 
115PS 1.6-litre petrol engines with this trim 
level. Alternatively, there are two diesels, a 
1.6 CDTi HOPS engine or a 1.7-litre CDTi 
diesel unit also delivering 110PS. Both die¬ 
sels are mated to six-speed manual trans¬

Vauxhall’s Astra is mainly British, with hatch 
and estate models built at Ellesmere Port near 
Liverpool to a quality at least as high as any¬ 
thing the Japanese brands can manage.

Fortu¬ 
nately for Vauxhall, there are also many others.
